XXVII . — Xote on the Genus Smithin, Maltzan,

The genns Smithia was founded by the late Baron II. von 
ilaltzan for a remarkable marine shell from the Island of 
Gorce belonging to the family Tnrriteliida}. Its peculiarity 
consists in the whorls being uncoiled in corkscrew fashion. 
Otherwise it agroo.s in the cliaractm- both of the shell and 
operculum witli "rurvitella and Mesalin. ^laltzan compared 
it with K(jlisiuj but that genus i.s said to liave a paucispiral 
oi)(‘rculnm, wlicrea.s in Smithia it i.^ concentric and mnltispirai. 

It has been pointed out b\’ the late Dr. E. von ^lartens f 
th:it th(‘ g(‘iieric name Smithia had previously been employed 
in zoology by Edwards and Ilaime (1851), Saus<u e (18-3-3), 
and Mabille (1879). 

The Museum having recently acquired a sjiecimcn of this 
curious shell, it has become neces.'^ary to invent a new generic 
name. I would have liked to return tiic Baron’s compliment, 
and to propose Maltzania; but tliat appellation having 
already been employed iti Reptilia by L)r. O. P>oettger, I 
would suggest Cnllostracum as suitable tor the de.signation of 
this most interesting genus.
